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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a structure 
comprising rings of polymerized lipid compounds surrounding carbon nanotubes 
wherein the lipid compounds have the structural formulas as claimed. Additionally, 
there is no prior art teaching method of mailing such structure and/or manipulation of 
such structure to form nanotubes of similar sizes or vectors for membrane proteins. 
Some references teach a dispersion of nanotubes in lipid compound (e.g. USP 
7,244,499) or nanotubes being enclosed in a liposome (e.g. US 2005/0214356), but not 
nanotubes being surrounded by rings of polymerized lipid as claimed.
